City of *Lancaster.—The: steel 
screw ‘cargo steamer “City of 
Lancaster,” built to the order of 
the Ellerman Lines, Ltd., at the 
Jarrow Yard of Palmer’s Ship- 
building and Iron Co., Ltd., was 
taken to sea for trial on Wednes- 
day Jast, February 20. he 

The principal dimensions of the 
vessel are: Length overall 344ft.,, 
breadth, extreme 46it., depth to 
upper deck 2410ft. aft, and 26,5ft. 
forward. The vessel carries about 
5,000. tons deadweight on a mode- 
rate. draft. She has been: built 
under Lloyd’s special survey for 
their highest class 100 A. 1, with 
combined poop and bridge, and 
detached forecastle. .Water bal- 
last is carried in the cellular 
double bottom and deep tank, The 
latter is also adapted for - the 
carriage of cargo oils. A system 
of wide-spaced tubular pillars is 
fitted in the holds’'and: ’tween 
decks, giving clear spaces for the 
stowage of large bulk cargo. 
Accommodation for officers, toge- 
ther with their saloon, is fitted in 
the bridge, the captain’s rooms 
being above.

An interesting report on the 
China cotton cron of 1923 fs con« 
tained in. the Chinese . Economic 
Bulletin.

cotton crops of this part of the 
country last year'showed a shrink 
aaelnl about 23 per cent. as com- 
paired with the crops of 1922; The 
reduction was mainly due to a 
widesnredd thouzh* superstitions 
‘belief by the Chékiang and Ktang- 
su farmers; who at the heginning 
of the! vear predicted floods for 
the year. They! were ,hence re- 
Iuctant to’ plant.cotton. = Th> 
Acreage devoted to cotton growing 
in Kiargesivprovince last vear was 
less than in 1922, with the result 
that Kiangsu’s cotton crop was 
only \25 per cent, of th 
preceding year. In Chéktang the 
crop was excellent hut the same 
fear of floods held the farmers. 
The vields per mow were about 60 
per cent, more than those of the 
Mrevious year but the acreage was 
Chékiang's produce 
last year increased by only 30 per 
cent. over that of 1922 in spite of
